ABSTRACT 



A display apparatus is provided, which comprises a 
display device including a display screen for displaying 
5 characters and/or graphics, in which each of the characters 
and/or graphics contains a basic portion and a neighboring 
portion arranged in the vicinity of the basic portion, and 
a control section for controlling the display device. The 
control section sets a luminance level of the basic portion 

10 and a luminance level of the neighboring portion in accordance 
with the intensity of light for irradiating the display screen. 
The control section controls the display device so that the 
character and/or graphics are displayed on the display screen 
using the set luminance level of the basic portion and the 

15 set luminance level of the neighboring portion. 
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(57) Abstract: A display apparatus is provided, which com-
